Sphina and the’ Pigeon, The latter, 
however, fully anticipated this move- 
moot by appearing off Zoraba and 
summarily ozdering the crews to leave 
the dhows, giving them an hour's grace, 
This order was obeyed, and Commander 
Pally thea destroyed forty of the largest 
sailing boats. ‘I'he result was very satis- 
factory. A flag of truce was hoisted at 
Zoraba and negotiations were opened 
and ultimately the. tribe which had 
revolted from the Sheikh of Buhrein 
agreed toreturn totheisland and pledged 
themselves to be of good behaviour in 
future. It will be remembered they had’ 
been forbidden to form a settlement at 
{ Zoraba which would have been a stand- 
ing’ trenace to Bahrein.” It is now 
belioved all: fcor of hostilities bas pass- 
ed away, a8 the ‘tribes.on the main- 
laid can’hardly fail ‘to be impressed by 
tha action of the British punbonte.’ 
Where is Bohreiv, and what has Gret 
Britain to do with it? These ‘ore 
perfectly natural questions. . Babreit 
is the largest of. three islands on 
the south’ side of ‘the Persian Gull, 
but the name isalso applied to ‘a tract 
of tho Atabisz mainland, which, at this 
Points ig 0f mofa‘thon ordinary intérest. 
abreid signifies,’ the two waters,’ ‘and 
bas been. probably’ bestowed upon’ the 
district because frésh water gushes forth. 
copiously from ® number of springs. at 
the bottom of the sea aloug the coset. 
The supply is so plentifal from ‘this 
strange source that some villages have 
nuwps laid out into the sen from which 
they draw their regular supply; but 
the chief supply both for the mainland, 
whicl~is-densely populated though 
sterile, and the islands, whicl. are pro- 
ductive enough in parts and support a 
comparatively large population, : is 
obtained by divers who. go’ dowa 
to the bottom of the sea, hold 
their goutskins over the springs, and 
rise rapidly to the’ surface on the. as- 
cendisg current, a primitive method in 
all conscience of keeping,.up. the water 
supply of a district Babrein’ consti- 
tutes ‘the headquarters of the’ Per. 
sion‘Gulf pear! fishery, and during the 
nionths of June, July, August and Sep- 
tember many thousands of boats are 
engaged there, the' value of the fisheries 
being estimated at: over £100,000-a 
year. [n the 16th century Bahrein 
was occupied by the Portuguese, then 
one of tho principal civilising and 
colovising agencies of the world, 
bat iz 1622 the Portuguesa — wera 
expelled by the Peraions.. After 
more than a century of struggle with 
the Arabs, the Persians withdrew, and 
for may years the fishermen have beon 
rotécted ‘hy British cruisers. ‘I'hcre 
ie oppurently‘been a revolt against tho

Sikg Foo, execution eredi tof Mears 
Hopkins, Cumming & Oo., duit decided 
recently for $347 for provisions supplied 
to a batch of covlia parseugers on -the 
Propoutis bound for Saigon, sought to re- 
cover from Lau Keh Yi as partner in the 
defendant firm; and Lua Keb Ya repu- 
diated tho partnership. . The point was 
taised in Chambers, after judgment had 
been given against Bophins, Cumming & 
Co;, and was adjourned for further argue 
meutin Court. Dr Ho Kai, instructed by’ 
Mr Ho Wyson, was for the plaintiff, aud 
Mr I. Robinson, instructed by Me K. W, 
Moonsoy, was for Lau Koh Yi. 

R, G. Hopkms, of Hopkina Cumming 
& Co, gave an account of the firm’s history, 
Ho bed been a clerk in Turner & Co., and 
leftin February, 1894, to etart in business 
for himself, as Hopkins & Co., of Hong- 
kong ard Glasgow. He had then no part- 
ner, and no capital. His compradore was 
Ng Lai Tak, who remained with him till 
Ootoher, 1894, When he loft, the §rm 
awed him $700 odd dollara for sdvances, 
but was not in a position to pay, and s0 
gave hinr a promissory note. Tho next 
comprodoré was Li Ky Wan, who de- 


posited $1,000 and mnde advances to 


the ameant of abuut $907, He on leaving 
waa repaid the advances, and his $1000 de- 
posit wxa Teft to stand as the next ‘com: 
pradore’s deposit, by arrangement between 
the two Chinamen. Ho Yung Siog was 
the next, and ho left in six days. -Tho 
$1000 deposit wos aguia loft as accurity for 
the next compradore, Kong Bui Sing, with 
whom Lav Keh Yu acted jointly, under an 
agreement dated 10ch December 1894. 
Then on the 19th January 1895 thore was 
an agreement of pyrtnorship drawo up, and 
the name of the firm was changed from 
Hopkins & Co. to Hopkins Cumming & 
Co., taking into partnership Ohan Yut 
Ho alius Cum Hing. After that Kong Sui 
Sing gave up bis compradore commission 
and kept on ata salaty of $40 por month. 
Lau Keh Yu never really acted a3 compra- 
dore, bat the $1000 belonged, tp him and 
wna left by him in the bank to the firm's 
credit after the partnership agreement. 
Lau Keh Yu's position amounted to s 
saretyship for Kong Sui Sing, bat his 
$1000 amounted to an interest in tho bus- 
fess, which witness considerol a virtasl 
portvership. Witness did not know of

Accadian; sae Mr, Bell, is the oldost of 
known Janguages, and porseseed a piotorial 
system of writing 5,000 yeara before our cra, 
the oarliest inscripliona discovered, however, 
being those of the ruler Gudea, about BC, 
2,800, a date which, Mr. Ball suggcats, 
ouriously coiacides with that of the Chinese 
Fub-hi, Out of this writing, which was 
vertical like the Chinese, the cuneiform
